order of courage Selected marksmen 

and palm trees, from which concealment 
they were directed to Are upon the a<i- 
ing Americans. Owing to the dense 
foliage of intervening trees these men 
were seldom able to use aimed Are un- 
til the enemy was almost upon them. 
Many, in consequence, remained in the 
trees to obtain this advantage, and but 
few who did so ever escaped capture or 
eath at the hands of the Americans.

ages, is a small machine that goea 
back 500 years, and tells Cutten- 
berg, who invented, and his succea- 
aora up to Merganthaler, who per- 
fected the movable type, that they 
were all wrong: that the Chinese, 
who cut whole sentences and pages 
on a single block of wood, were 
nearer the truth, and yet that both 
labored unnecessarily. 

This little machine prints as fast 
as a typewriter can operate, uses 
no tvpe. movable or immovable, but, 
instead, a polished plate of metal, 
from which the impression may be 
erased as from a slate. It counta 
and measures the spaces in every 
line, and "justifies" it with mathe 
matical accuracy. When the print- 
ing is done and the plate erased, 
it leaves a little paper scroll, which, 
when started through the machine 
again like the hurdy-gurdy roll, 
may be locked up alone in the build- 
ing, and it will of itaels print the 
whole matter over again absolutely 
without human direction. 

This miracle of mechanical inge- 
nuity, which might with the excep- 
tion ot the presses, be carried by a 

apace than the top of a dining room 
table, requires less power to oper- 
ate than a woman exercises in run- 
ning a seeing machine, and may 
be manufactured for one-tenth of 
what a linotype or monotype sells 
for. The inventor is W. S. Timmms, 
a small, dark, keen eyed man of 
about 35, who tells enthusiastically 
of his product, but says nothing of 
himself. He has christened his 
machine the lithotype. He has 
nonefor sale. He is using the only 
one in existence, and has printed 
volumes with it. 

As might be inferred from the 
etymology ol the word "lithotype," 
the process used is akin to lithogra- 
phy, but closely related to type- 
writing and the use of piano play- 
ing devices. 

The first operator sits at a key- 
board similar to that of a Reming- 
ton typewriter.
